a recording device which records a menu of destinations of 

communication and connection information for making communication 

connection to the communication apparatus on the network associating pieces of 

the connection information with each other; 

a first transmitting device which sends the menu to a commun i cat i on 

tefmtfvaJ digital camera unit ; 
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a first receiving device which receives information from a designated 
communica t i on t e rm i n al digital camera unit on the network; and 

a second transmitting and second receiving device which, upon receiving 
the information of the designated communication apparatus on the network from 
the communication t e rm i n al digital camera unit , performs dial-up connection to 
the communication apparatus on the network and sends connection information 
and thereafter sends and receives information to and from the communication 
apparatus on the network; and 

a commun i c a t i on t e rmina l digital camera unit comprising: 

a second receiving device which receives the menu of destinations of 

connection for making communication connection to the communication 

apparatus on the network from the cellular phone; 

an inputting device which designates the communication apparatus on the 

network; af^ 

a first transmitting and first receiving device which sends information of the 
designated communication apparatus on the network to the cellular phone and 
connects communication to the designated communication apparatus on the 
network to send and receive information s and 

a display for displaying a menu of destinations received from the cellular 

phone, 

wherein the user selects a destination for a digital photographic image 
based on the displayed menu of destinations.

22. (Currently Amended) The communication system according to claim 2Q 10, 
wherein said digital camera further comprises: 

a mode switching element, which switches between a photographing mode for 
generating a digital image, and a communication mode for communicating a digital 
image to a destination based on the menu of destinations received from the cellular 
phone.

25. (Currently Amended) The communication system according to claim 2312, 
wherein said digital camera further comprises:

4. Claims 1 0-13, 22 and 25 are allowed over the prior art of record.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As to claim 10, the prior art of record fails to teach a system capable of sending 
and receiving information to and from a communication apparatus on a network via a 
cellular phone, i.e., a communication terminal comprising a second receiving device 
which receives connection information for making communication connection to the 
communication apparatus on the network from the cellular phone; and a first 
transmitting and receiving device which sends and receives information to and from the 
communication apparatus on the network based on the connection information received 
from the cellular phone. 

As to claim 12, the prior art of record fails to teach a system capable of sending 
and receiving information to and from a communication apparatus on a network via a 
cellular phone, i.e., a communication terminal comprising a second receiving device 
which receives the menu of destinations of connection for making communication 
connection to the communication apparatus on the network from the cellular phone; an 
inputting device which designates the communication apparatus on the network; and a 
first transmitting and first receiving device which sends information of the designated 
communication apparatus on the network to the cellular phone and connects 
communication to the designated communication apparatus on the network to send and 
receive information. 

These limitations in combination with the remaining limitations of claims 11, 13, 
22 and 25 are not nor suggested by the prior art of record.
